An Outrage to Imperil Lives Which

Could be Possibly Avoided.

EVEREY MAN IN CONSTANT BDANGE",

Plisuseing  Featurer of ‘the Sirlkg

Among Leaders of Varlous Or-

ganlzatinne,

ALBaNY, Aug. 28.—Some sharp criti-
cieme having been offered in regard to
the course pureued by Gov. Flower on
his action in sending g0 many troops to
the scene of the Buffalo strike, horeplied,
in substance as follow#: *“The militia
of the state of New York, is composed
of active, intelligent voung men, com-
ing from prosperous homes and shops
and business places. They devote their
energy, and relinquish a part of their
liberty in the service of the state for pro-
tection in just euch emergencies ns the
present one. When the state calls on
them for service that has an element of
danger, the state is bound to use every
means at its command to minimize that
danger as far as possible, Certainly it
would be an outrage to place these young
men in a perilons position so long as it
i# possible to avoidit. When the proper
authorities at Buffalo informed me that
2,000 militiamen of that locality were
trying to protect property =0 vast that
it was necessury to place every man in
constant danger, and when asked for
more troops to lessen this danger tolives
as well as protect the property, the state
could do no less than to send enough
troops to prevent bloodshed. It was
due to the strikers as well as the wilitia
and the owners of property in question,
that we gave ample protection to all;
for the strikers are not the ones from
whom serious trouble is feared; that
cofhes from the lawless element, the
hangers-on who Invariably gather at
such places, and find pleasare
etirring up a etrike and cavsing wreek
and ruin, In a clty like Buoffalo this
element numbers many thoueands. [
am eure the good people of the etale find
no fault becanse the chiel executive has
granted the requert for sufficient troope
to prevent thies law-breaking erowd from
committing any act that wight lead to
further trouble.” The firemen of the
local organization have passed the point
where the enthusiasm of their eympathy
might take them on a strike, Frank P,
Sargent, grand master of the ILocomo-
tive Firemen, this morning eaid, in
emphaticlanguage: ‘‘If I ordera strike
of Firemen, it will be in conjunction
with the Brotherhood of Locomotive
engineers, Railway Trainmen, Railway
Conduoctors and Railway Telegraphers,
There will be no strike of the firciucn
alone." Briefly, then, the strike if it
comes must be one involving the above
organizations, uaud the replies o
Sweeney will be, in brief, that no iso-
lated case will call & strike, but if tho
time comes when labor mnst sesert itself
and the other sallied orders will come
out, Bargent is willing to plaee his men
in the same column.

Have a-good
hand to snperintend the bujldieg of the
strw stack, an addition of oneor twe
bands at most will enable you to put
Your eiraw up In nice shape, so it will
keep until eaten down by the cattle or
sheep. A good big roomy straw shed for
cattle Is an exeollent thing in the feed
lots or in canvenient places on the farm
to be used in case ofneed. 1In construct-
ing the frame work for these sheds, be
carcful 1o bave them made of strong
material and securely put together so
there will be no liability of breaking
down under the weight of straw that
may be put on them. Bulld the straw
stackfaround and over the shed, make it
g0 it will protect stock all winter, and
you have o value st once in your straw
crop that will justify doable theexpounse
of ite cost. Straw may be liberally nsed
for the bedding of stock, if it is paut up
in stack in a well preserved condition.
This is one of the much ueglected nses
of straw. All the farm animals should
sleep on etraw daring the cold winter
season, and plenty of it. Their beds
ghould be made over frequently and
clean straw added. The fertalizing
materials about the yards and stables
may thus be put into a shape w be
saved, and In this you have one of the
moest valaable ndjuncts to the farm out-
fit.
